He is sure of a 
hearty welcome from the missionaries of Japan. 


N our July number quite an extended report of 
the work of the Society in the Philippines was 
presented. We are glad here to call attention 

to that of the British and Foreign Society, which 
labors alongside of the American Bible Society in 
these islands. The Christian Work and Evangelist 
in a recent number has placed the achievements of 
the two societies side by side in a most attractive 
way. The British Society attempted to enter the 
islands as early as 1889, and it has carried forward 
translations in the Pangassinan, Bicol and Tagalog 
dialects. The Tagalog New Testament was com- 
pleted in the middle of July, and in view of the im- 
portance of this dialect, this fact is one that should 
be specially chronicled. Since November, 1898, the 
British Society has circulated 72,067 volumes in these 
islands. 


HE Gospel of St. Mark and the Acts of the 
Apostles in Spanish and English, parallel col- 
ums, in attractive illuminated covers, have 
been issued by the American Bible Society for circu- 
lation in the Spanish-speaking countries. These two 
little volumes are taken from the Spanish and Eng- 
lish New Testament, which is published by the So- 
ciety. We know of no better way of leading people

HE complete Report of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society for its ninety-eighth year, ending 
March, 1902, has just been received. The issues 

of the society during the year were 939,706 Bibles, 


1,364,116 New Testaments, 2,763,599 Portions, making 
a total of 5,067,422, which is considerably in excess of 
The total issues of the society, 
since its foundation in 1804, amount to 175,038,965 
copies.

The society is preparing with enthusiasm to 
celebrate its centenial in 1904. When any one con- 
siders these figures and adds to them the issues and 
circulation of the American Society, and then keeps 
in mind also the extensive circulation of the many 
commercial houses that make a business of publish- 
ing the Scriptures, it would seem as if there would be 
little difficulty in disposing of the pessimistic idea 
that interest in the Scriptures is waning. 


Cop our cover last month we placed a quotation 
from Mr. Frank T. Bullen, whose stories of 

the sea have won him fame. One of our ex- 
changes, commenting on Mr. Bullen,says: “ He was 
a poor boy, and his youth was spent in toil. When 
he was asked to what source he owed his power of 
writing, he answered: ‘The source of my ‘style,’ as 
you are pleased to term it, is the Bible. I began 
reading that earlier than I can remember. I have 
lived forty-three years, fifteen of which I spent at sea, 
climbing up from cabin boy to chief mate, and I have 
read the Bible through from cover to cover twenty- 
five times.

tains to all missionary progress. The New York Ob- 
server notices the improvement in the finances of the 
year. Zhe Pacific refers to the work accomplished 
‘through the Auxiliaries in the meeting of immigrants 
as they come to this country. Zhe Congregationalist 
uses the argument of the issues of the Society and its 
extensive work to show how interest in the Bible 
waxes and does not wane. Another one of the reli- 
gious weeklies remarks editorially: “ Missionary work 
in the Philippines more than balances any military 
atrocities. The Agent of the American Bible Society 
reports that 52,793 copies of the Bible have been cir- 
culated this year. This is surprisingly fine work.” 


ECRETARY HAVEN reports a very enjoyable 
meeting of the Hunterdon County Bible So- 
ciety in the First Reformed Church at Staunton, 

N. J., held September 25. In spite of the fact that 
it was a very rainy day quite a company of friends 
of the Bible cause, representing neighboring Pres- 
byterian, Reformed and Methodist churches, gathered 
together and listened with interest to the story of the 
year’s work of the American Bible Society. A boun- 
tiful collation was prepared by the ladies in an ad- 
joining tent, and at the afternoon session the report 
of the officers of the society was received, and a pay-

He has been in close and sympathetic touch with the 
missionary movements that have been making prog- 
ress in this land of half faith, if not open idolatry and 
superstition. Mr. Tucker’s book is graphic, full of 
pictures that will long live in the memory. It is made 
up of incidents that give insight into the very life of 
the people. He has not only himself met all classes 
of the mixed and varied population, but he has had to 
do with colporteurs who have found their way into 
hamlets and by-places, and whose experiences are 
direct and human. Such a volume is so much more 
suggestive, even though it may pretend to less of sys- 
tematic statement, than any account given by ordinary 
travelers through the land. We trust that this vol- 
ume will find its way into many libraries, and cause 
_ that the hearts of the Christian people of America 
shall be open to the possibilities of this sister repub- 
lic to the south of them. Mr. Tucker begins with a 
statement of his purpose as follows: 


Object. 


_ The object in writing this volume is two-fold: first, 
_ to try to reveal more clearly to the Christian people 

of the United States and England the conditions 
which surround 17,000,000 of immortal souls on the 
American continent; and in the second place to give 
some idea of what the Church of Christ is doing to 
saye these people, and of the real progress the work 
is making. It is my purpose in considering the first 
proposition to give special emphasis to the ever en- 
larging*opportunity and responsibility of the Amer- 
ican and British and Foreign Bible Societies injthe 


its principal cities.

work of saving the Bra- 
zilian nation; and in 
considering the second, 
to give the prominence 
justly due these socie- 
ties for the very impor- 
tant and pioneer part 
they have taken in what 
has been done up to 
date for rescuing these 
millions. 

It is furthermore 
hoped that in narrating 
the experiences of the 
fourteen years during 
which I have traveled 
extensively as Agent 
of the American Bible 
Society for Brazil, such 
information may be 
given concerning the people, the present condition of 
the country, its unlimited natural resources, and vast 
possibilities as may interest the general reader, 
awaken investigation, and lead to a more definite 
knowledge of this so large and rich a portion of the 
“ Neglected Continent.” 

There has been accumulated in Brazil during the lat- 
ter half of the nineteenth century a wealth of testimony 
to the fact that the Written Word of God, the Bible, is 
a most potent agency for awakening Brazilians out of 
their spiritual slumber, arousing them to a sense of 
their awful doom, and leading them to Jesus Christ, 
the only Mediator between God and man, the only 
Saviour of sinners. u 

He continues with a word of history : 

A Word of History. 
- A few considerations of a rather historical nature 


may be of interest to the reader, and serve to show 


how the Bible bas been shut out from the Brazilians 
by the Roman Church, and also how the even small 
efforts made by Protestants to circulate it have been 
opposed by the priests. 

The Holy Scriptures were opened and read on an 
island in the bay of Rio de Janeiro by French Hugue- 
nots in the year 1555. About a year later at the so- 
licitation of Coligny, who has been termed the patron 
of this colonization enterprise, and at the request of 
the Genevan clergy, Philippe de Carguilleray took 
charge of the re-enforcements for the colony, and 
Calvin with his elders in convocation appointed two 
preachers to this mission, On their arrival a room 
was prepared and one of the ministers preached that 
day. Orders were given that they should have prayers 
every evening after work was done, and that one 
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sermon be preached every week day and two on Sun- 
day. Doubtless the colony was well supplied with 
copies of Lefevre’s New Testament, which at that 
time was being circulated in France by the thousands. 

In 1553, seven Jesuits had been sent out to Brazil to 
strengthen and extend the work of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church, and Loyola, recognizing the importance 
of their mission, delegated new powers to Nobrega, 
who was already in charge. This mission was full of 
that hostility which sought so vigorously, in Europe, 
to suppress the Reformation. In the uncultivated 
soil of the New World it found favorable conditions 
for the growth and full development of the tradi- 
tional features of the Council of Trent, so recently 
enacted in 1546, whose decrees taught that the Chris- 
tian faith was contained partly in the Holy Scriptures 
and partly in the traditions of the Church, declared 
the authenticity of the Latin Vulgate, forbade all 
private interpretation of it, and ordered that no 
copies be printed or circulated without authority, un- 
der penalty of fine and anathema. 

Through the treachery of Villegagnon, these Jes- 
uits soon obliterated, in a most brutal manner, the 
Huguenot colony, and furnished a striking example 
of what was desired to be done in all the world with 
those who dared to assert the authority of the Holy 
Scriptures as the only rule of faith and practice, and 
to teach and practice the same. Under the influence 
of those decrees, virtually prohibiting the circulation 
and the reading of the Scriptures, and establishing 
the authority of the traditions as containing the 
Christian faith, began a juggling with the credulity of 
mankind which has led to the invention and multi- 
plication of fables and legends as monstrous as the 
wildest fictions of romance. 

Southey, writing in 1810 of the extravagances to 
which these superstitions were carried in Brazil, says, 
“Let the Roman Church appeal to its canons and its 
councils as it may, its practices were those of poly- 
theism and idolatry.’’ Romanism has had an almost 
undisturbed career of nearly another hundred years 
in this country since the above statement was made, 
and a study of the situation to-day abundantly justi- 
fies the declaration that its practices are polytheistic 
and idolatrous. These are the legitimate and in- 
evitable results of that prohibition it has placed upon 
the reading of the Bible. It has never made an at- 
tempt to give the people of this country the Word of 
God, but on the contrary has constantly and most 
violently opposed and persecuted all efforts made by 
the Bible Society to circulate the Scriptures. Itis a 
significant fact that the Bible was not enumerated 
among the books that might be admitted into Brazil 
while this country was under the dominion of Por- 
tugal. 

In Protestant countries the pulpit is constantly 
exhorting the people to the duty of reading the Scrip- 
tures : here in Brazil the missionary has to begin by 
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persuading the people that they have even a right to 
read the Bible. 

* It was the 4th of July, 1886, when I landed in Rio 
de Janeiro. For fourteen months I served as pastor 
of an English speaking congregation at the Cattete 
Methodist Episcopal Church South, also conducting 
a boy’s school. On September 7, 1887, the anniver- 
sary of Brazil’s independence, I entered the service 
of the American Bible Society, and since then my 
special mission has been to give to the Brazilians the 
written Word of God, for so many centuries a sealed 


book. ; 
On that September morning, I went into the build- 


ing at No. 79 Rua Sete de Setembro (Seventh of Sep- 
tember Street) in the center of the city, climbed two 
flights of stairs, and entered a large room with three 
windows opening into the street, the office and de- 
pository of the Brazil Agency of the American Bible 
Society. I found a desk, a few chairs, a row of book- 
shelves against one wall, and a number of boxes of 
books from New York. A colporteur, Sefior Manoel 
Joaquim T. Paulo, had been looking after affairs for 
a few months since my predecessor, the Rev. William 
Brown, sailed for New York. The second floor of 
the building was occupied by 7he Rio News, whose 
editor, Mr. A. J. Lamoureux, showed me many kind 
attentions, and has during these years rendered me 
much valuable help in the efforts to organize and 
carry forward the work of Bible distribution. 
Value of Business Side of Agency. 

For seven years that upper room was the office and 
general depository of the Agency; all the boxes of 
books handled were carried up and down those two 
flights of stairs on a man’s head, the usual method of 
carrying heavy loads in Brazil. But, as our work en- 
larged and circumstances changed, we found it nec- 
essary to seek a ground floor and have an open store 
with the Bible on the counter and in the show- 
window. This publicity of our work has been the 
occasion of many interesting conversations, and the 
sale of hundreds of copies of the precious Words of 
Life. Ina country where the Bible has been for cen- 
turies a forbidden book, it is a matter of no small 
import to have open day by day a store for the sole 
purpose of selling it. Rents, license, and other ex- 
penses may seem a very considerable outlay, but 
experience has proven that it is a wise investment, 
Hundreds of passers-by have stood at the show- win- 
dow and read the open book; some of all classes 
have come in to buy; others have returned to read 
what might be on the next page when the leaf was 
turned; and many have gone away to meditate on 
what they have read. 

Another advantage of the open store is the aspect 
of permanency and prominence it gives to the Bible 
cause. It has become a kind of center or headquar- 
ters for Christian workers in the city and for those 
passing through. : 
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impressed with the 
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The commercial feature of the work of the Agency 
has been of great value in bringing the Bible Society 
before the people. The very fact that the books 
have to enter through the custom house and pay a 
small duty; pass through the hands of steamship 
companies, over railroads, and through commercial 
agencies; be picked up by pack-mules and trans- 
ported for hundreds of miles through the interior, 
all this has been a most effective form of advertising. 
Again the handling of from 50000 to 75,000 copies of 
the Scriptures annually becomes a matter of some 
commercial impor- 
tance. Hundreds of 
letters pass through 
the mails annually, 
the envelopes bear- 
ing the stamp, ‘‘Agen- 
cia da Sociedade Bib- 
lica Americana.”’ One 
result has been to 
arouse inquiry as to 
what it means; an- 
other to break down 
prejudices and awak- 
en serious thought. 
If men will give their 
money and time to 
carry on such a busi- 
ness in a legitimate 
way, surely the Bible 
must be considered 
of great importance 
in the United States 
and England, even if 
it has been despised 
in Brazil. As I have 
watched the whole 
movement in all of its 
bearings, especially 
for the last seven 
years, I have been

It will be impossible to quote anything as we should 
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the counter, we have at the same time had colporteurs 
constantly at work in the city, going into the markets 
and through the streets, and all round about the sub- 
urbs, seeking in every palace and hamlet to offer the 
inhabitants the written message of salvation. 

I have observed, however, that the native colpor- 
teurs were inclined to confine their efforts in this and 
other large cities principally to the markets and sec- 
tions inhabited by the middle and lower classes, while 
the chief merchants, bankers, doctors, lawyers, and 
others were being neglected. Accordingly one of our 
best qualified men, 
Mr. F. C. Glass, un- 
dertook a canvass of 
the larger establish- 
ments and offices in 
the center of the city, 
The results have been 
most gratifying, and 
the sales far beyond 
what we had expect- 
ed. His experiences 
and the conversations 
had about the Bible 
would make a thrill- 
ing little volume. 

In this connection 
I may refer to the 
courteous acknowl- 
-edgment of a copy of 
the Bible presented 
to President Prudente 
Moraes on the occa- 
sion of his inaugura- 
tion, expressing his 
thanks for the favor 
conferred. 

Meeting a Priest. 
_ One day a colpor- 
teur, Sefor André 
Cayret, while cross- 
ing the bay on the 
ferry, went among the 
passengers, offering 
his {Bibles ; a priest 
among them was 
greatly aroused, and 
Z came up asking the 
price of the Hooke The colporteur had not observed 
that he was opposing their sale. When told the 
amount he took the money from his pocket, handed 
it to the colporteur and took charge of the Bibles and 
Testaments. He then warned all the passengers that 
they were evil and dangerous books, and said that in 
evidence of his desire to destroy them he had paid his 
own money for them, and that he was going to throw 
them into the water, which he did without giving the 

colporteur even a chance to try to get them back.

Blind Leaders of the Blind. 

* A Roman Catholic paper made the following com- 
ment on the issue of the Gospel of St. John in Portu- 
guese for the blind, under the auspices of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society, by the presses of the Institute for 
the Blind: § 

“Tt is with deep regret that we here relate a griev- 
ous fact that occurred in the Institute Benjamin 
Constant for the blind. This establishment, in charge 
of Dr. Brazil Silvado, to whom we owe much, not 
only as regards public order and safety (he having 
recently been the Chief of Police for the city), but 
also for the founding of the model school ‘ Fifteenth 
of November,’ was visited a number of times by a 
Protestant pastor, who, after much palaver, ordered 
printed some five hundred copies of the Gospel of 
John (mutilated and savoring of the reformers) ac- 
cording to the point system for the blind. We do 
not know whether the said pastor paid, or is going to 
pay for the work, but we may take it for granted that 
he will pay for it, because the name of Dr. Brazil Sil- 
vado is a guarantee; however, let the unfortunates 
who have lost their sight be upon their guard, for it 
is designed to make them a present of a book con- 
demned by the Holy Church, 

We do not think this act of the Protestants very 
generous or courteous; they wish to take advantage 
of the fact that there does not exist a variety and an 
abundance of literature in {the point system for the 
blind, and also to take advantage of these our broth- 
ers. Since they have not accomplished anything 
among those who can see, they now endeavor to ex- 
tend their propaganda in an establishment for the 
blind.’ 

It is with great sorrow that,we mention these facts, 
especially since they occurred in an establishment 
directed by Dr. Brazil Silvado, the founder of the 
school ‘ Fifteenth of November,’ but the exceptiona] 
gravity of the notice justifies our fear. It behooves 
the Catholic associations, and more particularly the 
well deserving Society of St. Vincente de Paulo, to 
visit and interest themselves in the blind, deaf and 
dumb, etc., and in general all those who suffer and 
have need of comfort and consolation. We are here 
ready to receive of all charitable persons, offerings, 
be they ever so small, for the purpose of printing 
and distributing gratuitously for the blind a true copy 
of the Gospel of John.” 

Two weeks after this appeal had been made the 
same paper announced that four dollars had been 
subscribed for this purpose, and half of that was 
promised by the editor. 

A Negro Slave and a Fragment of the Bible, 

The following story strikingly illustrates how God 
works through his written Word: Twenty years ago 
a negro slave living ina small village at the foot of 
the Organ mountains, which overlook the city of Rio 
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de Janeiro, was sent to clean away the trash that 
had accumulated under a shed adjoining the house. 
There was a barrel filled with old papers which he 
was ordered to empty, and as he was throwing them 
out, he discovered an old book; opening it he saw 
the name of Jesus Christ, and concluded that it must 
be a good book. The title page rdads: “O Novo 
Testamento, isto € o Novo Concerto de Nosso Fiel 
Senhor e Redemptor, Jesu Christo.” He hid the 
book under his coat until the day’s work was done. 
He was a devout Roman Catholic, and had learned 
to read for the purpose of reading the prayers of the 
church. At night he sat down by a dim light in his 
cabin, and there he remained the whole night read- 
ing that wonderful book. No sleep came to his eyes, 
but, as he told me, many times tears flowed down his 
cheeks, though he could not tell why. Night after 
night he would read, and many times the reading 


would make him weep. This was kept up for seven- . 


teen years. He kept the book with great care and 
reverence, and would never allow anything to be 
placed on top of the box where he kept it; he re- 
garded it a thing so holy that he would never allow 
the dust to collect on the box. He had images and 
saints, but this book soon became to him more sacred 
and holy than they. For seventeen years he kept 
wondering day by day what was the real meaning of 
all the wonderful things he was reading from that 
book. 

A few years ago he happened to be in a small vil- 
lage near the Bay of Rio, where he met a black 
woman who was a member of one of the Protestant 
churches of Rio. As soon as she knew that he had 
read the New Testament she began talking with him 
about it. He asked many questions, and she gave 
answers and explanations. He says that in this con- 
versation, as with Saul of Tarsus, the scales fell from 
his eyes, the love of God filled his soul, and he then 
and there found a peace and joy for which he had 
been longing seventeen years. 


‘The Colporteur the Pioneer. 


Our colporteurs have from time to time extended 
the work along the railroads in three directions and 
have traversed the whole country round about, going 
on foot and on mule-back from this center. During 
my first visit to the town, I secured from among the 
Protestant believers a man who did several years of 
valuable colportage work, traveling for thousands of 
miles with his pack-mules through the interior; and 
the Methodist Church located here has furnished two 
other colporteurs who have given a number of years” 
to the work; and others also who have worked for 
less time. Many boxes of the Sacred Scriptures have 
been unloaded from the trains at this place and the 
books scattered for miles in every direction. The 
Methodist missionaries following in the tracks of the 


colporteurs, have gathered up the fruits in a large 


. 
{ 
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measure, and there is now in this section of the State 
a large and most prosperous Presiding Elder’s dis- 
trict, composed of seven pastoral charges with a 
church membership of nearly 1,000. The colporteurs 
would go out in all directions sowing the seed, talk- 
ing with the people and reading to them the Words 
of Life, then return to tell the preachers of the mar- 
velous interest awakened and of the desire upon the 
part of many to know more of the Way of Life; and 
the missionaries at this station bear me witness that 
their work has developed and is still extending along 
the lines opened up by these pioneers of the Bible 
Society. 
Idols for Bibles, 

In the early part of the period of which we write 
one of our most faithful colporteurs, André Cayret, 
spent much of his time in Campos and the region 
round about, and sold large numbers of Scriptures 
in that city, and the neighboring towns, villages, 
and country settlements. He was a Frenchman by 
birth, trained in the Catholic religion and forbidden 
by priest and parents to read the Bible. In his boy- 
hood, just before leaving France, he saw an open 
Bible in a show window from which he read some 
verses. He was so much impressed that he after- 
wards obtained and read a New Testament, but it was 
only after he came to Brazil that he was led into the 
fuller light and could claim Christ as his personal 
Saviour. He was one of the most devout and earn- 
est workers I have ever known. He began work for 
the American Bible Society about 1879, and was the 
most successful salesman of the year. Some ofthe 
points he visited had not been heretofore explored. 
He met with all kinds of treatment and with very fair 
success in the towns in which he labored; traveled 
to a considerable extent on the railways in the Prov- 
ince of Rio de Janeiro, thus coming in contact: with a 
large number of people, and putting the Gospel into 
the hands of many who take it to places where 
neither missionaries nor colporteurs have yet been. 
He received some very ugly treatment and was 


threatened with imprisonment and all sorts of pun- 


ishment. On one occasion he came into the deposi- 
tory and filled a coffee sack, in which he was fond of 
carrying his books, with Scriptures to go out into this 
section of country along the Leopoldina railway from 
Niteheroy. Before he left we went into a side room 
and knelt before God in prayer. Not many days 
after he returned with his sack about as full as when 
he left. I said: “Well, Sefior André, not much suc- 
cess this time?” ‘‘Oh, yes,” he replied, “I did a 
good work, thank God.” ‘But your sack seems still 
to be full,” ‘Yes, but this time it is full of images, 
saints, and idols. I carried the Word of God into 
the homes of the people, they read, were enlightened, 


and gave up all these idols.” He had a large quan- 


tity of them, some of them of considerable value, 
being made of silver. While ona trip in one of the 
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Southern Provinces in 1892 he was taken sick, and, 
worn with age, exposure, and toil, he lingered only a 
few days and then peacefully passed away to his re- 
ward. He died far away from home, leaving a faith- 
ful, good wife, an adopted daughter and a large num- 
ber of friends to mourn his departure; but he was not 
entirely among strangers: The Presbyterian mission- 
aries and friends in the city of Curitiba kindly ad- 
ministered to him during his illness, and then laid the 
body of God’s servant to rest, awaiting the resurrec- 
tion. He was God’s instrument for placing in the 
hands of thousands copies of his written Word, and he 
pointed many to the ‘“ Lamb of God that taketh away 
the sin of the world.” 


About Bahia. 

This was for a long time the great center of the

size in the Republic. Notwithstanding its quaint and 
ancient appearance, there are many modern improve- 
ments in the way of manufacturing establishments, 
street railways, electric cars, railroad station, and 
other buildings. The city is well lighted with gas 
and has a good supply of water. 4 

From the first attempts of evangelical Christianity 
to teach the truth in that city, a few Bibles found ac- 
ceptance. On my first arrival the Baptist and Pres- 
byterian mission stations were already well estab- 
lished and had reached out to a few neighboring 
towns and villages. ; 

The first words of testimony I heard from these 
missionaries were to the effect that the extension 
of their work in the city, but more particularly out- 
side, was due to the work of the Bible colporteurs ; 
and they offered every encouragement and promised 
co-operation in our efforts to carry the Bible to the 
far interior. Thousands of copies of the Word of God 
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have been sold within the city limits during the 
period of which we write. 
Burning Bibles, 

The work, however, has not been carried on without 
much opposition, as the following story from one of 
our colporteurs, José C. da Silva, well illustrates. He 
had been two days in a small town named Villa de 
Giboia, when the priest sent a member of his family 
with a well-armed force to attack him, which they did, 
compelling him to deliver up all his books to be 
burned in the public square. He was unable to ob- 
tain redress from the authorities, because the priest 
himself was considered the chief authority in the 
place. They took from him and burned forty seven 
Bibles, fifty New Testaments, and roo Gospels. 
Among them was his own Bible, in which he had 
placed asum of money, equal to about fifty dollars, 
for safe keeping. Thisalso was burned. He had no 
recourse but to return to the capital and report to the 
chief of police. The chief told him that he had no 
power to force the priest to indemnify him, but he 
would see that he was secured against any new at- 
tack. The colporteur published a full report of the 
incident in one of the daily papers and returned to 
the work. Doubtless it will finally result in the 
furtherance of the gospel in that part of the country. 
I was afterwards told that the priest was really the 
mayor of the town and a member of the State Legis- 
lature. 

A New‘Congregation. 

Two of our colporteurs in the year 1891 continued 
the overland journey from Rio into this section and 
reached the city of Bahia. Ata town called Victoria 
they sold three Bibles. They left also a few tracts, 
and copies of an evangelical paper which had been 
given them for distribution. At least one of the pur- 
chasers became interested in the Bible, and after- 
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ward wrote to the editor and subscribed to the paper 
In September, 1897, just six years later, a letter was 
received in Rio de Janeiro from that gentleman, stat- 
ing that he had been reading the Bible together with 
other persons, and that twenty-four of them had 
banded themselves together to study the Scriptures, 
and were meeting regularly to worship God as best 
they knéw how. He begged that a preacher be sent 
at once to preach Christ to them and instruct them 
more fully. 
Pernambuco. 

During the last ten years at different times our col- 
porteurs have gone to offer the Word of God to the 
600,000 souls composing the population of this State. 
They have labored under great difficulties and en- 
countered much opposition and at times violent 
persecution. One of them a few years ago was 
seized, beaten, and driven out of several interior 
towns, and at one time narrowly escaped death at the 
hands of enraged fanatics. At another place a priest 
seized a Bible from his hands and tore it to pieces in 
the presence of many witnesses; this was license for 
them to fall upon the poor fellow, and he fared badly 
for awhile at their hands. Finally he appealed to the 
Vice-Governor of the State, from whom, because of 
his intimate relation with the priest, he received no 
sympathy and little protection. A few of the Bibles 
scattered from time to time throughout the State have 
been read. The Presbyterian workers with heroic 
devotion and untiring zeal have followed up the work, 
and their efforts have been greatly blessed of God, 
and in addition to the church in this city with 100 
members, the work has been organized in other 
places and there are regular services at more than 
ten points throughout the State. The pioneer work 
was done in a large measure by the colporteurs and 
their Bibles as all the workers delight to testify. 


FOREIGN DEPARTMENT. 


AMONG THE SOLDIERS IN COLOMBIA. 


HEN our Agent for Colombia and Venezuela 
returned to his field from his furlough a year 
{or two ago, there accompanied him a physi- 
cian, filled with an earnest missionary spirit, who went 
out to minister to the souls and bodies of the people 
of this portion of South America. Dr. Harris has 
recently returned to this country, and in a letter sent 
to us the other day, gives the following glimpse of 
the difficulties and trials which attend those who are 
distributing the Scriptures in this disturbed country: 
I have always'felt afvery deep interest in the work 
of the Society, as has my father, who has been a 
member from childhood,!and of course more so now 
that I have seen some of the blessings which follow 


the distribution of Portions and Testaments in my 
own work, even in the most trying circumstances, 
and when the mere reading or carrying of a Bible 
brought persecution. I remember one incident of a 
very wicked but really brave fellow, who had been 
converted and had served some time as colporteur 
before, whom I secured to accompany me as helper 
when I was honorary surgeon for the army in Colom- 
bia. We always carried a box of your Bibles and 
Portions, as well as tracts, which very much incensed 
the priests and petty magistrates, but on account of 
the work I was doing and the public sentiment which 
had been aroused, the commanding generals could 
not well forbid their use, though they encouraged the 
priests to publish the most ridiculous lies to stir up 
the lower classes. One of these, which was printed in 
various cities and widely circulated, was that the 
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“Yankee heretics had contributed $16,000,000 gold 
to the support of the rebels, so that their religion 
would be recognized as the national religion when 
the revolution gained the victory.’’ So these petty 
officials constantly stole my animals, saddles, etc., 
and recruited my men and sent them off to distant 
parts, even though I had written orders from the 
chiefs forbidding any interference. One day as we 
were leaving one city to go to another this former 
colporteur got a little behind the rest of the party, 
and the “Alcalde” sent some soldiers to waylay him, 
steal his mule and take him prisoner. When I found 
he was not in the party of course I hurried back, only 
to, find that the officials were instructed not to ac- 
knowledge having seen him. I began a search in the 
various jails and barracks, and was almost in despair 
when another prisoner reached mea cigarette. As 
I knew that he knew I never smoked I took the 
paper, and when outside found that it contained in- 
formation as to his whereabouts. At last, through 
the strange coincidence that a child of one of his per- 
secutors fell and broke its skull, I secured his release, 
after attending tothe child. I found that their hatred 
had gone so far that they had stolen his outer cloth- 
ing and locked him in a pen or stall with some stolen 
mules; but his faith and zeal were such that he had 
secreted a part of Matthew’s Gospel in his inner 
clothing, and was earnestly reading and explaining it 
to the {guard and a fellow prisoner. I saw and 
talked to several persons two years afterward who 
were pointed to the Lamb of God on that trip, and 
while we cannot tell all the fruits, we have had -very 
good evidences that one was converted, and all were 
impressed with the contrast between the conduct of 
the so-called heretics, who were risking their lives to 
alleviate the sufferings of their enemies, and the hire- 
lings who “came but to kill and steal.”’ 

Wherever the Master may lead me I will always 
have a warm heart and ready hand to help the Bible 
Society.

RICO. 

HE Rev. Dr. McLaren has been making a two 
or three weeks trip, visiting certain portions 
of his field, and he forwards to us the following 

interesting story of his experiences :} 

«» We were not absent from San Juan as long as we 
expected, being away only eighteen days. We had 
counted on spending several days at Adjuntas, which 
is said to be the highest, and so the coolest town in the 


_ island; but six miles of the road {from Ponce to that 
place was rebuilding, and so impassable for coach- 


es, that part of our proposed trip had to be aban- 
doned. 
We first went to Humacao, where we remained over 
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I saw much of the Rev. Francisco Castro, 
the Cuban missionary of the Congregational church, 
and heard him preach a most excellent sermon. I 
had several interviews with our new colporteur, Rafael 
Andino, and met his interesting family. He im- 
presses me as aman of strength of character. He 
made a good beginning in his work last month. I 
gave him full instructions as to the best methods of 
prosecuting his work, and I have good hopes of his 
usefulness. 

From Humacao we drove to Guayama, where we 
spent a day and night. I had never had the oppor- 
tunity of visiting either of these mission stations be- 
ore—Guayama is on the Southern coast, as Huma- 
cao is on the Eastern. Both these places suffered 
fearfully from the hurricane. One of the members of 
Mr. Castro’s church, a Dane, who has lived many 
years in Puerto Rico, told me that in the fall of his 
house his wife was killed, he himself seriously in- 
jured, and the few thousands of dollars, which he 
had saved after years of toil, swept away. The most 
beautiful object to me in Guayama was the new 
Methodist church, then just completed; since opened 
for worship. 

It is a very attractive building, well located on the 
public plaza, on a site granted by the municipality. 
On another side of the square stands the Roman 
Catholic church. Unlike most of the Puerto Rican 
churches, this is an imposing building. In the matter 
of size, the old church is a striking contrast to the 
new one opposite. But in another respect, the two 
are contrasted in a way which I could not but regard 
as significant, perhaps prophetic. The stately Roman 
church, unroofed by the tornado, has remained dur- 
ing more than two years, without repair, tenantless, 
in some measure a ruin, its congregation having 
taken refuge in a private house, while everything 
about the Methodist church was trim and bright, in 
perfect order for the congregation, which has since, 
I am told, filled it to its utmost capacity. The mis- 
sionary, who has done fine work in Guayama, the 
Rey. B. O. Campbell, was obliged by the state of his 
health, to return to the United States about a month 
ago. The Rev. Mr. Benedict, formerly in charge of the 
Methodist school in San Juan, has taken his place. I - 
had hoped to find a-colporteur in Guayama, but Mr, 
Benedict had so recently arrived that he could make 
no recommendations. 

After nine days at Coamo Springs, we reached 
Ponce, where also we spent Sunday. Here the United 
Brethren were putting the finishing touches to their 
fine new church, The next day I had the honor of 
preaching the first sermon in the new edifice. There 
will be a more formal opening later, when visiting 
brethren from the States arrive. Earlier in the day 
I had the privilege of making a short address to the 
Sunday school in the Baptist church. That Sunday 
school strikes me as one of the most hopeful enter- 


Sunday. 
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prises I have yet seen in Puerto Rico, With a mem- 
bership of over 309, of all ages, from the youngest 
children to gray-haired men and women, its teachers 
are entirely, I believe, Puerto Ricans, who themselves 
are taught by Mr. Rudd, who is pastor as well as 
superintendent of the school. The Baptists in Ponce 
are building a large brick church, which will soon be 
ready for occupancy. 

Here I had my satisfactory interviews with Manuel 
Almodobar, our colporteur, who lives in Ponce. He 
seems well adapted to the work and enthusiastic in 
its prosecution. He has quite thoroughly canvassed 
Ponce and the towns that can be reached by the rail- 
road and other public conveyances. Now, that he 
may reach the more remote parts of his district, a 
horse seems indispensable, and I have made arrange- 
ments to purchase one for his use. 

The depository in Ponce continues in charge of the 
Rev. D. P. Barrett, who has so far given his services 
gratuitously. I conversed with the Rev. Mr. Hoffman, 
of the United Brethren church, and the Rev. Mr. Gum, 
of the Episcopal] church, both of whom have services 
in English, about the distribution of the Scriptures 
among the people from the English islands and St. 
Thomas. They will assist the colporteur, and in a 
box, which I have just packed for Ponce, I am send- 
ing a small assortment of English Bibles and Testa- 
ments. The colporteur speaks no English ; but most 
of these English-speaking colored people have picked 
up some Spanish. 

We returned to San Juan from Ponce by sea; a 
very pleasant two day’s trip.

MISSIONARY TESTIMONY. 

N our May number we published two or three 
pages of testimony from Presbyterian mission- 
aries as to the value of the work of the Bible So- 

ciety in the fields under their observation. Some of 
the communications did not arrive in sufficient time 
to be used in this number. The following from the 
Rev. Mr. Barnum, is, however, timely : 

Dear Dr. Fox: Our last mail from Constantinople 
_ brought a request that I would send to you some 
statement as to the value of the Bible Society and its 
work in this country, to be used at the meeting of the 
General Assembly next month. 

I am afraid that I am too late for that meeting, but 
I am glad to bear my testimony to the very great 
value of your work. It is at the foundation of all 
our work, and there is no effort which we make so 
perseveringly as to get the Bible into the hands of 
the people, and persuade them to read and study it. 
The simple purchasing of a Bible is often the turning 
point with a man, and the reading of it has often 
opened the heart to the truth without any living 
teacher. It is also often the pioneer to the preach- 
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ing of the gospel in a village. A man takes a Bible 
ora Testament to his village, and after studying it 
for a time he asks his neighbors to study it with him, 
and before the missionary knows anything about it a 
spiritual light is burning in the place. So, too, as the 
work advances, the growth of Christian character, 
the development of true family life, the enlargement 
and strengthening of the Church depend upon the 
study of the Word, and the Bible Society publishes 
it so cheaply as to bring it within the means of the 
most of the people, while it allows us to favor the 
very poor, those who have no money. Through the 
liberality of your Society we have been able to give 
the Bible to hundreds of orphans under our care, the 
condition upon which they are allowed to receive 
one being the ability to read it freely. 

The leaven which is to leaven the whole lump is 
the Word of God applied by the Spirit of God, and 
it is our prayer that the Christian people in our be- 
loved country may understand the immense impor- 
tance of the work which you have in hand, and that 
they may give your noble Society adequate support. 
We have always found the Constantinople Agency 
ready to help us, and to co-operate in any reasonable 
scheme which we have proposed.

LATEST NEWS FROM THE PHILIPPINES. 
By the Rev. William A. Brown. 

E have been here six weeks now, and are 
more than delighted with the situation. We 
are both in splendid health. The cholera 

seems to have spent its force, and the number of 
deaths decreases daily. It has claimed thousands of 
victims. 

For the first time in all history the entire New 
Testament is now offered to the natives in their own 
tongue. This was issued by the British and Foreign 
Bible Society, and was printed in Japan. It is a book 
of 600 pages, bound in cloth, and is sold for 17 cents. 
In less than a month the first edition was disposed 
of, and a second edition is now in press. 

Americans traveling throughout the provinces bear 
uniform testimony to the kind, courteous and manly 
treatment accorded them everywhere by the officers 
and soldiers of the United States Army. 


The Army surgeons have rendered lasting benefits _ 


to the Philippines during the epidemic that has raged 
over the islands. Wherever they were given full 
authority, the plague was soon stamped out and with 
small loss of life.. 


In a discussion with the Rev. Nicholas Zamora, 
June rst, a Catholic priest living near Manila acknowl- 
edged that he did not own a Bible; that he did not.

never read a line in the Word of God. 
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of the posts a three-mile sail from Manila. The best 
the hospital corps had was placed at her disposal, 
and lady teachers were brought froma distance to 
serve as nurses. The Government immediately de- 
spatched a boat to bring her to Manila, that she might 
have better care. Uncle Sam takes good care of his 
own. 

The greatest danger of infection from cholera is 
through drinking-water, and in this lies the greatest 
peril to the natives. When the dread disease first 
broke out in Manila, and before the health board 
could take proper precautionary measures, the United 
States Government, at its own suggestion and ex- 
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pense, hauled wagon loads ot distilled water to the 
native sections of the city, and urged the people to 
use it freely instead of the filthy water for which they 
had to pay. All through this trying season they have 
furnished distilled water free of charge to any who 
cared to call for it. 

An Agent of the American Bible Society sold a 
number of copies of the Gospel of St. Luke in 
Northern Luzon. The priests told the people who 
purchased the Gospel that it was a “mucho malo 
libro” (very bad book); and they then gathered them 
all together and burned them.—Central Christian 
Advocate.

of disseminating the Scripture among the masses of 
this great city. Sixteen women have been employed, 
_who have worked five hours a day, five days each in 
fifty weeks, directed and overseen by the efficient 


"superintendent, Miss Sharpe. The following statis- 
tics, though bold figures, are eloquent of hard and 


self-sacrificing labors. Missionary visits made, 29,626; 
‘missionary visits received, 1,919; hospital visits, 262 ; 
days of visiting, 115; Bibles or parts distributed, 881 ; 
tracts distributed, 16,429; volumes loaned or given, 


246; new adults gathered for Bible study, 200; new 
children gathered for Sunday school, 392; new chil- 
dren gathered for day school, 234; meetings for 
mothers, 496; employment fund for, 220; medical 
aid for, 154; homes for children, 32; persons taken to 
hospitals, 66; money given for relief from Bible So- 
ciety, $945; money given for relief from outside 
sources, $1,078.20; garments given, 1,834; hats, 91; 
shoes, IIo pairs; money received from sales of Bibles, 
$14.48 ; children and young women sent on vacations, 
360; women and children on day excursions, 2,628. 
A willing hearing is nearly always accorded to the 
Scripture reading. In Italian families friends are fre- 
quently gathered to hear the message. They accept 
the Bibles, Testaments, and portions offered with 
avidity, read them eagerly, and are most honorable 
in paying for them whenever it is possible. Whole 
families have been led to Sunday school and church 
in this way.—lVew York Observer.

With 
regard to this work we seem, like Israel of old to 
have reached Kadesh-Barnea, on the borders of the 
Promised Land, which lies open before us, and Caleb 
and Joshua are urging us to go up and possess in the 
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name of the Lord; and we fail of our duty and of 
our privilege at the peril of God’s disfavor. 

So far, our Southern Churches have been doing 
little for this good cause. But last year there was a 
decided advance in contributions on the previous 
year by most of the Conferences in my district, and in 
the receipts of the American Bible Society as a whole. 
And I trust that as we have better times financially 
this year, there will be a greater advance than ever. 
Let every pastor do his part, and I have no fear that 
the people will respond, and we shall do better things 
than ever in covering the earth with the knowledge 
of the Lord.

HOW TO STUDY THE BIBLE, 
By President W. H. P. Faunce, Brown University. 
RESIDENT FAUNCE in a recent number of 
P The Biblical World gives his own personal 
experience in methods of Bible study. He says: 
I endeavor to keep constantly at work on two books 
of the Bible—or, rather, two periods in Biblical 
history—one from the Old Testament, and the other 
from the New Testament. This involves two separate 
lines of study, which converge and intersect in sur- 
prising fashion. The last year I have worked at the 
period of the Exodus, and at the period covered by 
the first half of the Book of Acts, (For the last I 
have found very helpful the outlines published by the 
American Institute of Sacred Literature.) I have 
avoided commentaries and harmonies and homiletic 
helps, reading first the original material, then reading 
the versions in modern languages, and then studying 
the period from the historical standpoint. I was sur- 
prised to discover what is doubtless familiar to others 
—that Exodus is the Old Testament Book of Acts, 
and that the period of the Acts is the time of the 
Christian Exodus. 

The year previous I studied the life of Isaiah and 
the life of Christ. Here also the interlacing of the 
two subjects was remarkable. (George Adam 
Smith’s “Isaiah” is the finest example I know of 
what wealth may come to the preacher through the 
steadfast pursuit of the historical method.) 

I have never been able to accomplish anything by 
giving the famous “one-half hour a day.’’ That 
sounds so easy and is so hard. I give a whole morn- 
ing or evening to the work twice in the week. This 
is woefully little, but more is impossible. 

I never study the Bible with a view to making ser- 
mons. The homiletic purpose vitiates the historical 
study, while, on the contrary, the historical study leads 
into the richest homiletic fields. To grasp the 
leading ‘ motives” of a period in the revelation is 


to thrust one’s roots into inexhaustible supplies. To 
reconstruct, mentally and spiritually, a part of the 
sacred history is to construct potentially a hundred 
sermons. Such knowledge is like Aaron’s rod that 
budded when “laid up before the Lord.’”’ The Word 
of God isalive. Itis given to us not as a graven 
granite block, but as a forest is given to the botanist 
and the ornithologist. 

When I began to preach, the “ word-study” of 
the Bible seemed to me most important. It certainly 
is essential to know the meaning of such epoch-mak- 
ing words as faith, parousia, aion. This, however, 
would be far more important if the Bible were a 
scientific treatise or a legal document. Next I be- 
came interested in the “study of the Bible by books.’’ 
This must ever be a source of endless delight. But 
both these methods lead up to a “study of periods,” 
in what is at the same time an historic evolution and 
a divine revelation. To know the formative periods 
in Judaism, and the birth-period of Christianity is to 
apprehend with ever growing distinctness and ever 
increasing joy, Christ Himself—Christian Uplook.

Do you read it apart 
from your study and preparation for your public min- 
istry?’ And when I told him that it was my habit 
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daily to read the Bible, altogether apart from my 
professional use of it, he sighed and said: ‘I wish I 
knew more of it for myself. I have often dreamed of 
the pleasure I might find in sitting down daily and 
studying the Bible, but I am too busy; the habits of 
my life are too fixed ; I am too old to begin now, but 
I feel that Iam very ignorant of Divine things, and 
very unfurnished for this life because of my ignorance 
of the world to come.’”’

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 


The stated meeting of the Board of Managers was 
held at the Bible House on Thursday, September 4, 
1902, Theophilus A. Brouwer, Esq., Vice-President 
of the Society, in the chair. 

The Rev. Mr. Jacobs read the nineteenth Psalm, and 
offered prayer. 

Secretary Haven reported a visit to the Negro 
Young People’s Congress in Atlanta, Ga., and a con- 
ference with the Society’s Agent for special work 
among the colored people of the South, whose head- 
quarters are in that city. 

Arrangements were made for the return of the 
Rev. Mr. Loomis, the Society’s Agent in Japan, to his 
field of labor. Mr. Loomis has been at home for 
some time on a furlough. 

An appropriation of $13,690 was made to the Le- 
vant Agency, and of $1,o0oo—half in books and half 
in funds—to the Evangelical Society at Geneva. A 
special appropriation of $1,000 was made to the 
Agency for the colored people, for distribution 
through negro educational institutions.
